Dear Congressman Morgan: 


In behalf of the Republic of Chile and its people, I hope you ean 
giva serioua consideration to Yestoring to the Foreten Assistance Act the program 
for Chile proposed by the Executiva Branch of your government for the 1975 fiscal 
year. That program included toral economic and military easiatance and credit sales 

of 384,976,000, consisting of 326,035,000 AID, $516,000 Peace Corps, $37,097,000 
under Public Law 480, $28,000 international narcotics control, $890,600 military 
assistance granta (MAP) and $20,500,000 military credit sales, 


When the Senate passed this bill on December 4, it limited the 
amount of asalatance that may be mada available for Chile to $55,009,000, none of 
which may be made avatiabla for military assistance. The reason given in Senate 
Report 93-1299 was: 


"Thesa reductions and limitations on assistance 
to Chile are an expression of the Committee's 
concern about the continuing disregard for the 
protection of human rights in Chile.” 


Aa you know, the praasnt Government of Chile came to power on 
Septembar 11, 1973, in response to tha will of the paople to restore order and return 
our Government to the democratic pattern of life developed under our Constitution of 
1925, which had been virtually destroyed by the Allende Covernment. Since then Chile 
haa been under almost constant and false attack in some segments of tha American press, 
and many of these false and erroneous newa stories ware used to limit the forsiga assts- 
tance program for Chile in the Senata, 


When Vice Admiral Peat taatified before the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs in June of this year in support of the Administration's program for 
Chile, ha said: 


"Our interasts in Chile are threefold, I would © 
gay. One is access to tts copper supply and 
another access to the waters and the atraits 
around that section of Latin Amertea. Quite 
obviously, wa would also like to deny influence | 
in that area to potentially hostile countries, 
and to maintain our own relations with Chile." 
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United States, We need the $21.3 million of programmed credit Sales for the 
very purpose Admiral Peer said fit was intended -- “to deny influence , , » to 
potentially hostile countries."

States, I am taking the unusual sten of writing to yOu because of my deen con~ 
cern about this Problem and in the hope that you could look at the Administration's 
Proposed foreign assistance Program in terms of what best Protects the security 

of Chile and of the hemisphere, and not in terms of the false issue of human rights 
being promoted by the enemtles of free Sovernments, Actually, nearly all of tha 
Persons confinad during the state of siege have been released and our government 

is moving toward Full restoration of the tights embodied in our Constitution of 
1925 just as quickly as our national security wilt permit.
